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URGENT NEED FOR POULTRY 

The President's late proclamation, 
in which he urges redoubled efforts 
in the production of food products, 
seems to be a direct call to the poul- 

tryman. 

Probably never before has there 
been such an opportunity. The food 
supply of the world is short, and it 
is up to the people of this country 
to supply not only our own needs 
but food in enormous quantities to 
countries. 

engnges actively and 
heartily in increasing the food sup- 
ply stands to reap large profits on 
his labor. More than this, he is en- 
gaged in a genuine act of patriotism, 
just as truly as if he enlisted in the 
Army or Navy. 

Food, and particularly the meat 
products, must be produced prompt 
lv. Here the poultryman has a great 
advantage because, of all the meat 
products, poultry can be produced 
most quickly and cheaply. 

The American Poultry Associa- 
tion, taking the lead in this patriotic 
duty, has sent out an appeal to poul- 
trvmen and farmers everywhere, ask- 
ing that an extra hur.dred million 
pounds of poultry be produced this 
year. 

It should appeal to all — town peo- 
ple as well as country people— every- 
body who can raise even a few chick- 
ens. 

Quick production is what is want- 
ed. Small broilers can be produced 
in six weeks, large broilers in twelve 
weeks, layers and roosters in from 
four to eight months. 

Town people will be well reward- 
ed for the pains they take. A dozen 
hens can be kept in the back yard. 
A cheap shelter can be quickly built 
— thousands of town people use 
nothing better than a piano box. 
Scraps from the table, lawn clippings 
and garden waste will go far to- 
ward supplying the feed. The eggs 
will be a big item in keeping down 
the high cost of living in your own 
family. Don't kill a laying hen, but 
market the surplus males after the 
hatching season. 

Many poultrymen are this year 
making a point of prolonging the 
hatching season. The president of 
American Poultry Association urges 
that hatching be continued all May 
and June and also during July in a 
large part of the country. "Let the 
hen do her part. Fill up the incuba- 
tors. Keep them going through May 
and June. The results will be worth 
while. Let us be prepared to con- 
sume every bit of table and kitchen 
scraps and make them a source of 
profit."

THE LATEST WAR NEWS 

Daily the situation in 
to grow brighter. Advices from Pet- 
rograd say that the Congress of Sol- 
diers' and Workmen's Delegates has 
voted confidence in the provisional 
government, while at Washington 
Special Ambassador Bakhmetieff de- 
clared that Russia would war to the 
end with German autocracy. Only 
through victory, he declared, could 
a world peace and the fruits of the 
Russian revolution be secured. 

Near Lens, the Canadians, in an 
assault on a position held by the 
Germans which was barring the way 
to the coal city routed out the de- 
fenders and captured the trenches 
and incorporated them into the Brit- 
ish lines. The Germans in vicious at- 
tacks endeavored to regain the lost 
terrain but were beaten off. 

In Greece steps are being taken to 
rid the country of German propa- 
gandists. Thirty-one of them, in- 
cluding former Premiers and other 
Ministers and officers of the Greek 
general staff and the reservists have 
been ordered expelled from the coun- 
try, while others will be placed un- 
der surveillance. 

The weekly report of losses to 
British shipping sunk by submarines 
shows an increase over the reports 
of the past six weeks in tonnage de- 
stroyed. The latest figures, 27 ves- 
sels of over l,»i00 tons and five un- 
der 1,000 tons, place the losses in 
the first category higher, except dur- 
ing the weeks ending April 21 and 
April 28, than during any similar 
periods since Grmany's intensified 
submarine campaign began. During

His farewell service in New York 
was attended by i crowd estimated 
at 24,000, who shouted "good-byes" 
while Billy told them he did not want 
to go. 

"I don't want to go!" shouteil 
Billy. "Let me have one last look." 

At the close a telegram from Gov. 
Whitman was read. It was: "The 
people of New York City and State 
recognize and appreciate this great 
service you have rendered." 

At the final service many hundre.ls 
were in tears and many women seiz- 
ed and kissed Sunday's hands. The 
plea for the free-will offering, which 
will be used for the benefit of sol- 
diers and sailors, was made by James 
G. Gerard, who was Ambassador to 
Germany, and who was given a great 
o\ation.

PASS BILLION DOLLAR MARK 

For the first time in American 
history ordinary receipts of the 
Treasury have passed the billion 
dollar mark in a fiscal year. 

The great sum has been anticipat- 
ed, however, in the plan for raising 
war revenues and it does not alter 
the Administration plans for taxa- 
tion as all the available money from 
all sources will be needed. 

Up to Wednesday the total was 
$1,015,381,817, as compared wit), 
1646,406,911 a year ago, an increa-c 
of approximately $355,(100,000. 

The bulk of the huge increase is 
due to increased income taxes and 
irlier payments. A total of $2!U.- 
ll«i(i,287 has been collected thus far 
this fiscal year. The next largest 
item is from other internal revet iu« 
totaling approximately $418,066,600 
an increase of about $t>0,000,liiiu 
over last year. 

Customs receipts show a total 
thus far of $217,578,408, an In 
crease of approximately 114,166, 
000.

THE KAISER GETTING SCARED

submit a peace proposition, while he 
thinks the submission is good, but he 
has sinned away his day of grace 
and there will no terms suggested by 
him that will be given the least con 
sideration.

out of the war he started before this 
country makes him go like the czar 
of Russia and the King of Greece 
The open season for the abdication 
of kings is on and those who do not 
make a virtue of a necessity and get 
up and get are going to be made to 
do so p. d. q.. a fact which no one 
better recognizes than the murderer 
of women and children. 

To us who know nothing about the 
game, it seems almost sacrilegious in 
these parlous times to waste energy 
land and money on golf links, which 
in many cases should be plowed up 
and the land put in crops to help 
feed the army and reduce the high 
cost of living.

They are Swager Sherley, of 
Louisville, John J. Fitzgerald, of 
Brooklyn, and Irvine L. Lenroot, of 
Wisconsin. If Congress were entire- 
ly composed of men of the stature 
of these three, this would be a won- 
derfully managed country.

THE AMERICAN FLAG 

The largest American flag in the 
world is suspended from the top of 
the Postoffice Department building 
in Washington and drops 300 feet in 
the inner court. 

During the Revolution, the flag 
had thirteen stars: in the War of 
1812, 15; in the Mexican War, 45, 
and in the present war, 48. 

The famous flag which flew over 
Fort Sumter in April, 18fi1, the fir- 
ing on which was the beginning of 
hostilities between the states, is pre- 
served in the ante-room of the Sec- 
retary of War, in Washington. 

The historic flag which floated ov- 
er Fort McHenry on the morning of 
September 14, 1814; and which in- 
spired Francis Scott Key to write 
•The Star-Spangled Banner." is pre- 
served in the National Museum at 
Washington. 

The American flag means more, 
even in its colors, than some com- 
prehend. The red was chosen to do- 
nate defiance and daring, the white 
purity of purpose and the blue eter- 
nal vigilance, perseverenee in the 
right and justice to all who should 
acknowledge fealty to the ling. 

The American flag is among the 
oldest of national flags, being older 
than the present British union jack, 
the French tricolor, ond the flag of 
Spain, and many years olil'-r than 
the flags of Germany and Italy, some 
of which, like those of thci coun- 
tries, are personal flags, or those of 
reigning families.

HOW TO GET SLACKERS 

Confusion and misapprehension ' 
among the draft registrars and citi- 1 
zens throughout the State in regard 
to what action should be taken on 
violations of the law has caused Fed- 
eral District Attorney Perry B. Mil- 
ler of Louisville, to issue a statement 
outlining the policy of the depart-, 
ment. 

Where registration was omitted 
through ignorance of the law, per- 
sons are permitted to register now 
before the county boards, and those 
so registering are to be held to the 
grand juries on their own recog- 
nizance, Mr. Miller said. Those who 
knowingly and wilfully failed to reg- 
ister will be held to the grand jury' 
under bond and forced to register. 
Warrants should be issued on affi- 
davits and be reported to Mr. Miller. 

It is the duty of all good citizens 
not only to report violations of the 
law, but also to make affidavits, and 
a man should not even hesitate to 
report his own son if the latter is a 
slacker, Mr. Miller declared.
